PREFACE. 

IN  producing  this  new  and  enlarged  edition  of  "The 
Children's  Hymn  and  Prayer  Book  "  the  compilers  have 
had  in  view,  in  the  first  place,  the  special  needs  of  the 
children  attending  the  St.  Petersburgh  Place  and  Berkeley 
Street  Synagogues,  but  the  steady  demand  which  followed 
the  issue  of  their  first  edition  proves  that  this  book  is 
likely  to  have  a  very  wide  circulation.  Since  the  publi- 
cation of  the  first  hymn-book  in  1901  by  Miss  L.  Montagu 
and  Miss  T.  A.  Davis,  Children's  Services  have  been 
established  in  connection  with  several  of  our  London  and 
Provincial  Synagogues,  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped 
that  the  movement  will  spread  all  over  the  United  King- 
dom. The  children  attending  the  Services  acquire  the 
habit  of  public  worship,  and  they  find  real  pleasure  in 
taking  part  in  a  Service  which  they  can  thoroughly  under- 
stand and  appreciate. 

The  original  compilers  have  been  assisted  in  producing 
their  new  edition  by  a  small  committee  composed  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Berkeley  Street  and  St.  Petersburgh  Place 
Synagogue  Children's  Services.  Mr.  C.  G.  Montefiore 
generously  placed  at  their  disposal  copies  of  the  Children's 
Prayer  Book,  edited  by  Mrs.  Morris  Joseph  and  himself,  and 
it  is  now  embodied  in  the  present  volume.  The  Rev.  S. 
Singer  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Montefiore  have  very  kindly  looked 
over  the  prayers  and  hymns,  and  testified  to  their  suitability. 
The  compilers  are  particularly  indebted  to  Miss  T.  A. 
Davis,  Miss  Falck,  and  Mr.  F.  Schloss  for  having  found 
or  adapted  melodies  for  some  of  the  hymns,  and,  in  many 
instances,  for  having  produced  original  music  suited  to 
the  words  selected. 
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They  acknowledge  with  sincere  thanks  the  courtesy 
which  has  enabled  them  to  draw  from  many  sources  the 
hymns  and  melodies  included  in  their  compilation.  Their 
thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Silverman  and  Rabbi  Henry 
Cohen,  on  behalf  of  the  Central  Conference  of  American 
Rabbis,  to  Dr.  Gottheil  and  Dr.  Szold,  Messrs.  William 
Clowes  &  Son,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  "  Hymns 
Ancient  and  Modern  "  Choir  Committee,  the  South  Place 
Religious  Society,  Mrs,  Henry  Lucas,  Miss  Matheson, 
Miss  Wrigglesworth,  the  Rev.  Charles  Voysey,  Mr.  Israel 
Abrahams,  Mr.  John  Farmer,  the  Rev.  Godfrey  Thring, 
Mr.  F.  D.  How,  Messrs.  James  Nisbet  &  Co.,  and  Messrs. 
Ticknor  &  Fields  (of  Boston)  for  Hymns ;  to  the  Editors 
and  Proprietors  of  "The  Voice  of  Prayer  and  Praise/7 
the  Proprietors  of  "  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern,"  the 
Wardens  of  the  West  London  Synagogue  of  British  Jews, 
MJSS  Ce'cile"  Hartog,  and  the  Executors  of  the  late  Mr. 
Charles  Salaman  for  Melodies.  They  have  made  every 
effort  to  discover  the  owners  of  copyrights  and  to  obtain 
their  consent  to  publication,  and  they  hope  that,  where 
they  have  not  succeeded  in  their  search,  their  omission 
to  refer  to  the  owners  will  be  pardoned. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  conduct  of  Services,  the  com- 
pilers have  caused  the  Hebrew  words  to  be  printed  both 
according  to  the  German  and  the  Portuguese  pronunciations. 
Knowing  that  their  book  has  found  its  way  to  many  home 
circles,  and  that  it  is  used  for  family  worship,  they  have 
included  in  the  present  edition  Prayers  for  the  Festivals 
and  for  Friday  Nights.  It  is  hoped  that  these  Prayers 
may  also  be  of  use  at  the  Children's  Services  specially 
arranged  for  these  holy  seasons. 


SABBATH  PRAYERS  FOR  CHILDREN. 


Almighty  God,  be  with  us,  we  beseech  Thee, 
in  our  worship  this  day.  Help  us,  so  that  our 
prayers  may  come  not  only  from  our  lips,  but 
from  our  hearts.  While  we  pray  may  we  remember 
that  we  are  standing  in  Thy  presence,  O  Father  in 
Heaven  and  King  of  kings.  So  shall  we  speak  to 
Thee  in  all  love  and  reverence.  Amen. 

(1.)  My  God,  the  soul  which  Thou  gavest  me  is  pure. 
Thou  didst  create  it  and  form  it  and  breathe  it  into  me; 
Thou  dost  keep  it  within  me  during  my  life  on  earth,  and 
Thou  wilt  hereafter  take  it  to  life  everlasting.  As  long  as 
my  soul  is  within  me,  I  will  give  thanks  unto  Tht.e,  O  Lord 
my  God,  and  God  of  my  fathers,  King  of  the  Universe  and 
Lord  of  all  souls.  Blessed  art  Thou.  O  God,  who  givest 
life  to  the  dead. 

(2.)  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King-  of  the 
Universe,  who  raisest  those  that  are  bowed  down. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  ttte  Universe, 
who  givest  strength  to  the  weary. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  chosen  Thy  people  Israel  to  make  known  Thy 
will. 

(3.)  May  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  the  God 
of  our  fathers,  to  make  us  walk  in  Thy  law,  and  cleave  to 
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Thy  commandments.  O  help  us  to  fear  Thee  and  to  love 
Thee,  in  private  as  well  as  in  public.  Let  not  sin  or 
temptation  have  power  over  us;  keep  us  far  from  evil 
thoughts  and  evil  deeds.  May  we  ever  speak  the  truth 
openly  and  in  our  hearts.  Cause  us  to  cling  to  what  is 
good,  and  lead  our  hearts  unto  Thee.  Blessed  art  Thou, 
O  Lord,  who  bestowest  lovingkindnesses  upon  Israel  and 
upon  all  mankind. 

Numbers  vi.  22 — 27. 

(4.)  "  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  Aaron,  and  unto  his  sons,  saying,  Thus  shall  ye  bless 
the  children  of  Israel,  saying  unto  them— The  Lord  bless 
thee,  and  keep  thee ,  the  Lord  make  His  face  shine  upon 
thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee;  the  Lord  lift  up  His  face 
upon  thee,  and  grant  thee  peace.  And  they  shall  put  my 
name  upon  the  children  of  Israel,  and  I  will  bless  them." 

(5.)  Lord  of  all  worlds,  not  because  of  our  righteousness 
do  we  lay  our  prayers  before  Thee,  but  because  of  Thine 
abundant  mercy.  O  Lord,  hear  us  and  forgive.  What  are 
we,  what  is  our  goodness,  what  is  our  strength  ?  What 
dare  we  say  to  Thee,  O  Lord  God  of  our  fathers?  Are  not 
the  mightiest  heroes  as  nothing  before  Thee,  men  of  fame 
as  though  they  had  not  existed,  and  wise  men  as  though 
they  knew  nothing  ?  For  all  is  vanity,  save  the  pure  soul 
which  will  have  hereafter  to  give  an  account  before  the 
throne  of  Thy  glory. 

(6.)  Sovereign  of  the  Universe,  and  Lord  of  lords,  we 
do  not  pray  to  Thee  because  we  think  we  are  good  and 
righteous  and  deserve  Thy  care,  but  because  we  trust  in  Thy 
pity  and  Thy  love.  We  know  that  we  often  do  wrong  and 
often  go  astray;  our  power  is  small,  our  understanding  is 
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little.  Without  Thy  help,  our  strength  is  weakness.  The 
wisest  men  in  Thy  sight  are  not  wise  ;  the  best  of  us  are  in 
Thy  sight  faulty.  Nevertheless,  we  ask  Thee,  in  faith  and 
hope,  to  give  us  strength  and  courage,  so  that,  as  far  as  in 
us  lies,  we,  through  Thy  help,  may  do  our  duty  and  perform 
Thy  will.  Amen. 

(7.)  It  is  our  duty  to  thank  Thee,  O  Cod,  and  to  praise 
Thy  name.  How  happy  are  we,  and  how  pleasant  is  our 
lot.  Happy  are  we,  who,  morning  and  evening,  twice  every 
day,  declare  : 

"  Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One. 
Blessed  be  the  name  of  His  glorious  Kingdom  for  ever 
and  ever." 

(8.)  Thou  wast  One  before  Thou  didst  create  the  world, 
and  the  same  One  God  Thou  hast  been  ever  since  Thou 
didst  create  it.  God  Thou  art  in  this  world,  and  God  Thou 
still  wilt  be  in  the  world  to  come ;  Thou  dost  not  change ; 
Thy  years  have  no  end.  Make  Thy  name  holy  throughout 
the  world,  and  set  Israel  free  from  his  distresses.  Blessed 
art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  makest  Thy  name  holy  throughout 
the  world. 

(9.)  Thou  art  the  Lord  God  in  the  heavens  above  and 
on  the  earth  beneath ;  Thou  art  the  first,  and  Thou  art  the 
last,  and  besides  Thee  there  is  no  God.  Thou  hast  made 
the  heavens  and  the  earth,  the  sea  and  all  that  is  therein : 
and  who  among  all  the  works  of  Thy  hand  can  say  unto 
Thee  :  "  What  doest  Thou?"  or  "What  workest  Thou?" 
Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  be  gracious  and  merciful 
unto  us.  O  hasten  the  coming  of  the  time  when  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  earth  may  know  that  Thou  art  the  Lord 
God,  even  Thou  only.  Then  nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword
